Of  thG  H.^niltons  Bathgate  no  special  arms  are  record- 
ed, Under  the  circumstances  it  seems  allov/ahle  for  an  American 
Hamilton  i-amily  undouht edlj^  descended  from  the  parent  Hamilton  stoch 
to  hear  that  part  of  the  ducal  Hamilton  arms  helonging  especially 
to  the  Hamilton  na,me.  These  arms  arc:  Gules,  three  cinquefoils, 

pierced,  ermine^^sst:  In  a ducal  coronet,  Or,  an  oal:  fructed  and. 

penetrated  ti'ansversely  in  the  main  stem  hy  a frame-savr  proper,  the 
frame  Or^  Motto:  Through . 

The  Hamiltons  of  Bathgate  in  Linlithgo-^vshire  were  descend- 
ed from  Sir  'Wil.iiam  de  Hamilton,  Knight , the  third  son  of  Sir  David 
de  HsTiiilton.  Dominus  de  Cadyow,  and  his  wife  Johanetta  de  Keith. 

That  tlas  American  fajiiil;>^  whose  pedigree  is  given  helow  is  of  the 
Bathgate ' family  is  prohahle  though  not  certain.  The  Hamilton  stock 
in  Scotland,  hov/over,  is  the  same  for  all  hranches;  the  family  is 
a Lowland  family  and,  unlike  the  Highla.nd  families,  it  is  a,lmost 
cei'uain  that  every  person  hearing  the  surname  Hamilton,  has  in  his 
veins  the  hlood  of  the  famous  founder  of  the  house. 

The  family  whose  pedigree  is  here  given  is  represented 
most  prominently  in  the  fourth  generation  (from  David  Dick  Hamil- 
ton) hy  HAHOLD  KAKPJS  HAMILTOH  of  How  York,  President  of  the  "Siting 
Manufacturing  Coir^Dany,  with  offices  at  Broad?<ay  and  Eighteenth 
Str  eet , Jlanliat t an . 

David  Dick,  hom  June  5,  1753,  a native  of  Bathga,te, 
Linlithgowshire- , Scotland,  \Those  mother  was  a Hamilton  and  whose 
father  was  Thomas  Dick,  to  avoid  being  impressed  into  military 
service  in  Edinburgh  came  secretly  to  Eova  Scotia  in  1780,  and  at 
once  and  permanently  took  his  mother's  name  Hamilton.  A letter^ 
perhaps  the  first,  to  his  brother  John  Dick,  is  dated  October  20, 
1781, 

John  Dick  married  in  June  1781,  Henrietta  Euston,  and 
the  father  Thomas  (there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  father  was 
Thomas,  for  see  further  on)  died  in  ITovember  1781.  David  and  Jolin 
had  a sister  Catherine,  T/ho  was  ma.rried  about  1793  to  James  Brovm, 
a printer,  and  had  one-  son  Hamilton,  born  about  two  years  after, 

'who  turned  out  poorly,"  John  Dick  who  vYa,s  born  in  1750  was  a 
merchant  in  Bathgate  and  took  care  of  his  father  until  he  died. 

Among  the  old  Ba,thgate  friends  of  David  Dick  Hamilton; 
was  Uiliiam  Calder  Black,  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  in  1811,  who  had 
a sister  Elizabeth  married  to  "Jamie”  Muir,  and  a brother  Alexander 
who  lived  "about  Perth".  There  seems  to  have  been  some  business 
connection  between  John  Dick  and  Aidrew  Eerguson,  merchant,  of  Bath-^ 
gate » 
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One  letter  from  Joim  Dick  to  his  larot her  David  was  sent  "by 
i>he  Rev.  Euf?:h  Graham  "minister  of  the  Burgher  persuasion*^  who  came 
from  Scotland  to  Coimwallis,  Nova  Scotia,  hv  invitation  of  the 
church  there,  in  1785,  This  letter  bears  date:  June  17tli,  1785. 

September  16th,  1800,  Bohn  Dick  Y/rites:  "I  am  glad  you  have  remem- 

ber sd  your  father's  name  in  your  last  son.  I will  some  time  or 
other  send  him  a nev;  coat."  This  son  was  undoubtedly  Thomas,  v/ho 
was  born  about  1800. 

(This  and  other  letters  are  in  tho  possession  of  Mrs.  T. 
L,  Dodge,  of  Kentville,  ITova  Scotia,  who  was  Harriet  Amy  Hamilton'^) 

Join  Dick  speaks  of  a Gavin  Hamilton  of  Bathgate,  v/ho  had 
gone  to  St.  Joiin,  IT.  B.,  *'or  thereabou.ts",  and  v;ho  had  worked  a,t 
a lime  quarry.

S.,  who  died  in  America  before 
Buly,  1788. 

Buly  25th,  1788,  Bohn  Dick  writes  to  thank  his  brother 
David  for  a "name  son",  "aij.thougir'* , ho  says,  "I  thirdr  you  should 
have  remembered  your  father."

In  1847  Stuart  Hamilton  graduated  at  King’s  Oollego, 

Hova  Scotia,  with  the  degree  of  Eacholcr  of  Arts. 

In  1868,  he  received  from  the  now  extinct  Universiti''  of 
Bedford,  Shelbyville,  Tenn.,  the  honorary  degree  of  D,  C.  L. 

May  loth,  1875,  he  was  ordained  Deacon  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  at  Mobile,  Alabama,  he  having  originally  intend- 
ed to  take  Holy  Orders.  He  was  a noted  classical  teacher,  occupy- 
ing high  positions  both  in  Ilova,  Scotia  and  in  the  United  States. 

He  died  suddenly  at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala^bama,  May  4th,  1874,  and  is 
buried  there. 

Josephine  Collins  Hamilton,,  his  wife,  "^Tas  first  the 
I wife  of  Jolnn  RuifuB  Eaton,  to  whom  she  was  married  December  1st, 1849.

Richardson,  a native  of  Haddington,  Scotland,  who  came  out  to 
Prince  Edward  Island  with  Governor  Walter  Patterson,  as  Private 
Secretary.  Later  he  taught  a grammar  school,  receiving,  also, 
meanwhile  a large  tract  of  land  at  Ciianlottetovn.  He  had  hut  one 
"brother,  James,  who  settled  in  Cape  Breton. 


His  wife  was  Hanc.y  Whittingham,  of  wliithy  in  Yorkshire, 
England.  He  was  engaged  to  her  when  ho  received  the  appointment 
of  private  socrota,rh^-  to  Gov.  Patterson  and  they  were  married  just 
"before  he  was  to  sail.  She  we^  to  have  sahled  'vVith  him  hut  her 
clothes  "being  delayed  and  she  having  a supersti^ion  a"bout  going 
on  "board  "before  her  clothes,  the  vessel  set  sail  with  her  hus"band 
on  "board  and  she  was  o"bliged  to  em"bark  in  another  ship.  This  ship 
making  into  Q,ue"bfic  she  did  not  see  her  hushand  for  six  iiicnths.  On 
embarking  the  passengers  found  that  a very  little  girl  "belonging  to 
some  people  who  iiad  come  to  see  friends  off,  had  "been  left  "behind, 
Mrs  . Ricliardson  took  care  of  this  child  and  kept  her  for  some  ten 
or  eleven  years,  the  child’s  parents  meantime  "both  dying  of  grief 
at  their  loss.

t heard  of  her  wherea'bouts  and  she  was-  sent  "back  to  England, 
and  Mrs.  Richardson  finally  left  P.  E.  Island  and  s-ottled  in 


Eova  Scotia. 

Mrs.  Richardson’s  mother  caii^e  out  to  Prince  E-dwa,rd  Island 
and  died  there.  She  had  only  one  other  child  "besides  Anne,  a 
daughter  Re"becca,  who  was  married^- to  a Mr.  Peterson  of  the  dock- 
yard at  Horfolk,  "Va.,  and  liad  no  children.

Extract  from  a letter  Virritten  by  Anne  Maria  (Ht^nilton) 
Eenerty  to  her  niece^  Aviary  Stuart  Hamilton,  hoYember  28th,  1894. 

It  wa.s  on  recollection  of  statements  made  ors.113’-  ty  Mrs.  Mjnerty,. 
that  the  foregoing  manuscript  in  its  general  features,  was  prepar- 
ed . 


"Alexander  Richardson  on  receiving  his  appointment  (see 
above)  v/ent  to  Yorhshire  (in  those  days  a journey  involving  some 
time)  to  see  if  his  fiancee  would  agree  and  left  v/ith  the  under- 


standing that  she  a,nd  her  sister  would  join  him  in  London,  whither 
he  went  to  mahe  preparation  for  the  voyage;  the  difficulties  of 
which  may  be  imagined  vhcn  they  had  to  have  an  armed  convey  and 
indeed  had  three  engagements  with  privateers.  ITancy  and  her  sis- 
ter arrived  in  London  just  on  the  eve  of  the  departure  of  the  fleet. 
Richardson  having  token  berths  for  thorn  all  and  deposited  his  be- 
longings went  to  the  church  to  bo  married,  and  the  ladies  having 
refused  to  let  their  boxes  go  on  board  until  after  the  ceremony, 
the  groom  returned  to  the  lodgings  for  the  trunlcs . Yvhen  he  came  to 
place  of  embarkation,  the  ship  had  gone  and  he  v;-as  forced  to 
on  board  the  first  he  could  reach.  The  onl^’’  way  I can  account 
for  his  having  taken  a vessel  bound  for  Quebec  is  that  th03^  had  no 
idea  it  was  a.  thousand  miles  further  on,  and  thought  that  the  places 
night  possibly  be  within  speaking  distance.  Sven  at  this  data  our

friends  across  the  pond  have  no  idea  of  our  magnificent  distances. 

After  they  got  settled  in  the  ne-w  home  everything  went 
smoothly  until  the  C-ovemor  v/as  recalled  and  his  plaxe  filled  by:  a 
nilitaLT^'  martinet  from  Virginia,  and  for  some  reason  all  the  for- 
mer governor’s  friends  were  persecuted  and  driven  from  their  places, 
but  cv'  grandfather  had  the  advantags  of  a good,  solid  education 
vhich  enabled  him  to  hold  his  own,  and  he  opened  a grammar  school 
and  taught  his  two  daughters  to  be  useful  and  self  reliant,  but  hs 
died  at  the  ago  of  44,  about  the  beginning  of  the  present  centui’y. 
His  wife  survived  him  tv;o  years  and  died  the  27th  of  October,  1803, 
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aged  47  years,  the  only  memo.  I haTe.  The  two  daughters  knew  noth- 
ing of  business  and  pretended  friends  took  what  they  had  and  coun- 
selled their  coming  to  Nova  Scotia,  ^lat  reasons  they  gave  for 
their  adTice,  deponent  knoweth  not.  They  came  over  to  Guysboro 
some  time  early  in  the  century  and  my  mother  took  a small  school 
in  an  out  of  the  v/ay  place  and  some  time  in-  1809  married  Joseph  ■ 
Marshall  and  had  two  sons  and  tvfo  daughters.  One  survives,  Mrs. 
Hamilton,  aged  eighty  three  years . 

The  Marshalls  were  an  Irish  family  living  in  Virginia  and 
owning  slaves,  holding  all  the  class  distinctions  the  South  and 
as  proud  as  Lucifer.  They  were  all  massacred  by  the  Indians  ex- 
cept Joseph,,  who  in  consequence  of  his  gallant  conduct  and  in  re- 
compense for  his  losses  had  a captain's  commission  in  the  army  giTen 
him  by  the  British,  so  his  retired  half  pay  gave  him  a living  in 
those  days  of  tiirift  and  economy,  and  he  brought  up  and  educated 
his  three  sons.  The  oldest,  Joseph,  went  in  trade,  James  was  cap- 
tain of  a merchantman,  and  John  a lawyer,  v/ho  was  aftenmrds  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  They  and  their  families  have  all  joined  the 
great  majority. 

My  father's  family  made  less  stir  in  the  world,  and  I 
know  but  little  of  them.  The  old  man  never  told  his  children  any- 
thing about  his  former  life,  and  we  had  nothing  but  his  old  letters; 
the  fact  of  his  being  impressed  on  board  of  a man  of  war  and  on  his 
arrival  at  Halifax  leaving  the  ship,  v:as  told  by  some  Scotclmian  who 
knew  him  at  homo.  I do  not  know  that  I ever  heard  Y/-ho  his  wife's 
father  was  only  I knoT/  it  was  Dickson,  as  we  were  afterward  acquaint- 
ed wath  a cousin  James  Dickson,  whose  mothe.r  v/as  a sister  of  my 
grandmother  and  who  had  married  a Dickson. 

The  oldest  son,  \^illiam  Dickson  Hamilton,  had  several 
sons,  one  Jolin  William  now  lives  at  Greenwich,  Port  Williams,  the 
only  survivor.  Uncle  David  had  but  one  son,  now  Registrar  of  Deeds 
at  Windsor,  but  I do  not  imagine  you-  want  any  particulars  about  any 
but  my  father,  and  I shall  drop  them. 

Y^r  brother  Clement  had  four  sons  and  tv^o  daughters  all  . 
living  in  Bostoh.  Charles  had  one  son  and  three  daughters,  living 
in  Boston,  and  for  my  sisters  we  are  here  in  Hova  Scotia.  I hope  I 
am  clear  to  you.  If  any  further  infomation  is  wanted,  I will  do 
my  best 

(The  information-  here  given  of  the  liars'^ .■'11  family  is 
not  wholly  clear.  Johui  G.  Marshall  was  for  many  ^ ears  a Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wova  Scotia;  my  impression  is  that  he 
was  a son  of  Joseph  Marshall  by  an  earlier  marriage  than  his  mar- 
riage to  Anno  Richardson,  but  this  can  bo  ascertained  in  Guysborough 
Hova  Scotia,  or  by  appeal  to  some  other  Marshall  in  the  Province, 

All  the  record  above  given  of  Marshall  children  is  subject  tc  cor- 
rection.) 
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
